Rep. Malcolm C. Tarver, of Geor- 
gia’s Seventh District and sponsor 
of the project, had requested a 
total of $32,000 to complete the 


work. F 

The battles to be thus commem- 
orated took place at Ringgold, in 
Catoosa County; Rocky Face, in 
Whitfield County: Resaca, in G®r- 
don County: Cassville, in Bartow 
County, and New Hope Church, 
in Spaulding County. 

In testimony before the Com- 
mittee during the hearing on the 
bill, Rep. Tarver recalled that 
construction of the markers was 
started almost a decade ago but 
never was completec because of 
the outbreak of World War II.

Marine Corps 
To Cut Points 


WASHINGTON, May 7—(UP) 
All male Marines with 30 points 
will be eligible for discharge on 
May 15, Marine Corps Headquar- 
ters announced Tuesday. 

This is a reduction of three 
points from the present minimum. 
Points necessary for discharge of 
males will be further lowered to 
28 points on June 1. By July 1, 
any male Marine with 30 months 
of active duty will qualify for 
discharge, regardless of points. 

Demobilization points for wom- 
en Marines were reduced to eight 
on May 1. They will be cut to 
4 on June 1 and to 0 on July 1.

Federal Railways 


CLEVELAND, May 7—(#)—Government ownership and operation 
of the country’s railroads was proposed Tuesday by A. F. Whitney, 
President of the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, which has set a 
strike date of May 18 for a nationwide transportation tieup. 


“Government ownership and 
operation of the railroads is not 
the aim of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen, but appears to be 
the only way by which over capi- 
talization may be corrected and 
railroad finances placed upon a 
sound basis,” Whitney asserted. 


The trainmen and Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers an- 
nounced they would strike May 18 
after rejecting a fact-finding pro- 
posal of an emergency board ap- 
pointed in the dispute. 


Whitney advocated Congression- 
al legislation for “immediate 
seizure of the country’s railroads.” 

Whitney in a statement also as- 
serted that in recent negotiations 
with the carriers they had refused 
“to grant us as much as did the 
President’s emergency boards in 
our demand for increased wages 
and improved working conditions.” 

“Due to the obstinacy of the rail- 
roads and the fact that they are 
unwilling to make a reasonable 
settlement with their employes, I 
suggest Congress enact legislation 
to effect the immediate seizure of 
the lines, impound all fuftds and 
make suitable ‘adjustments of 
grievances with employes. 


“The Government could pay the 
railroads on the basis of the aver- 
age price of stocks and bonds dur- 
ing the past five years, issue three 
per cent bonds to liquidate the 
debt and allow holders of railroad 
bonds'the actual amount they paid 
for them,’ 

“Under this setup the owner of 
a $1,000 railroad bond at six per- 
cent for which he paid $500 would 
get a $500 United States Govern- 
ment bond paying three percent.” 

Whitney continued: 

“Today the transportation work- 
er is at the tail end of the list 
of the vast army of employes who 
are being paid for their skill, re 
sponsibility and productivity. We 
cut off ne ations with the car- 
riers in Chicago last week after 
they displayed an attitude of in- 
difference toward the proposed 
rules governing working condi- 
tions. 

“These rules have not been re- 
vised in a quarter of a century and 
now’s the time to do it.” .

FORD TO LAY OFF 110,000 
CRISIS WORSENS 


Lewis Stands Pat 
On His Demands 


WASHINGTON, May 7—(UP)—Hopes for a speedy end 
of the soft coal strike faded Tuesday night while effects of 
the walkout upon the nation mounted with the announcement 
110,000 Ford workers would be idle by Wednesday night. 

UMW President John L. Lewis reaffirmed Union demands 
that have deadloéked negotiations since mid-March and de- 


nied receipt of a settlement plan 
from the Government. 

The Ford Motor Company an- 
nounced in Detroit Tuesday night 
that the coal famine would force | 
a shutdown of virtually the entire | 
Ford system Wednesday night for 
an indefinite period. 

Lewis’ unequivocal stand was 
announced at the close ofa meet- 
ing of the Union’s 250-man Policy 
Committee at which he apparently 
had won the solid backing of the 
miners’ rank-and-file representa- | 
tives. 


His action, in effect, threw the | 
whole crisis into the hands of | 
President Truman or Congress. 
Apart from direct and forceful | 
Government intervention, there 
seemed no likelihood of reopening 
the mines in time to prevent a 
genera] industrial collapse amount- 
ing to a national disaster. 


Ford had reached a production 
peak of 2,885 cars and trucks, N. 
L. Bricker, Vice President in 
Charge of Manufacturing, said, in 
announcing the shutdown. 


“After months of the most costly 
ind of effort we have reached the 
d of our ability to build cars 
and trucks at even the limited rate 
now prevailing,” the Ford Produc- 
tion Chief said. 


“Virtually all operations will be 
suspended indefinitely Wednesday 
night due to the coal strike, a 
shortage of parts and the railroad- 
transportation tie-up,” Bricker an- 
nounced. 


He blamed strikes at suppliers 
as one of the main causes of the 
shutdown, asserting that “42 of our 
ee t..suppliers. now .are. on. 


But it was the coal shortage that 
directly and indirectly brought the 
system-wide suspension order, 
Bricker said. 


“The railroad tie-up which be- 
comes effective at midnight Thurs- 
day and which in turn is caused 
by the coal strike, dispelled our 
final hopes of continuing produc- 
tion at this time,” he said. 


Spokesmen for the Miners’ Union 
said they were standing pat on all 
their original demands, including 
the hotly debated claim for a roy- 
alty on all coal production to fi- 
nance a miners’ welfare fund. 

Lewis directly contradicted an 
earlier statement by Federal Medi- 
ator Paul W. Fuller that he had 
submitted to both sides a com- 
promise plan which would end the 
37-day strike. 

It appeared that Fuller’s propos- 
als merely were- aimed at estab-

System Revision 


Mayor Hartsfield has approved 
a Council-passed ordinance dras- 
tically revising the City’s auditing 
system in accordance with present- 
ments made by the March-April 
Fulton County Grand Jury. 
Under the new measure, City 
Council’s Finance Committee is 
empowered to award auditing con- 
tracts regardless of the low bid, 
and the auditor thus selected will 
work under the direction of the 
Mayor. 
In previous years, the Auditor 
has been elected by Council after 
a recommendation by the Fimance 
Committee, and has resulted large- 
ly in awards to the low bidder re- 
gardless of the services offered. 
The City paid $6,500 for its 1945 
audit, and Hartsfield and B. Gra- 
ham West, City Comptroller, agree 
with a Grand Jury presentment 
pointing out that sum is far too 
low to provide an adequate audit 
of City accounts, based on receipts 
in excess of $13,000,000 annually. 
Auditors will file quarterly re- 
ports with the Mayor and Council 
under the new procedure in lieu 
of the old annual reports. 
Thus far no auditor has been 
selected for 1946, but Ald. Ed A. 
Gilliam, Finance Committee Chair- 
man, said yesterday he plans a 
Committee session to award the 
contract within the next few days. 
Bids already on file with the Com- 
mittee range from $7,500 to 
$17,500. 
Fulton County, with an annual 
income of approximately $6,000,- 
000, pays $14,500 for a continuous 
audit.

Surplus Items 
Short, Kennon 
Warns Veterans 


New surplus-property legislation 
improving the buying position of 
veterans is being put into action 
by the Regional War Assets Ad- 
ministration—but Atlanta officials 
warn “items are extremely short.” 


H. L. Kennon, Director of 
VW’ AA’s regional office here, pointed 
out yesterday that amendment of 
the Surplus Property Act provides 
for setting aside for sale to vet- 
erans exclusively, either for per- 
sonal or business use, selected 
items “in heaviest demand and in 


short supply.” 
It also advances to a general 


‘priority, second only to that of 


Federal agencies, veterans’ former 
preferences in the purchase of any 
goods for use in establishment of 
small enterprises. 

Surplus items listed as set aside 
for sale to veterans exclusively 
include: Certain types of automo- 
tive vehicles, tractors, construc- 
tion, mining and excavating ma- 
chinery, agricultural machinery, 
medical, surgical and dental ap- 
paratus and equipment, and type- 
writers. 

Existing procedures, Kennon 
said, generally will govern certi- 
fication. He added, “It follows that 
there simply will not be enough 
to meet veteran demands. But 
what there is in surplus on the 
‘set aside’ list will go to veterans 
exclusively. Our job will be to 
stretch these scanty supplies as far 
as they will go and make veteran 
distribution equitably.”

Meanwhile, Congressional clam- 
or was growing stronger in the 
House and Senate for Presidential 
or legislative action to halt the 
strike, 

TRUMAN RELUCTANT 

President Truman appeared re- 
luctant to order seizure of the 
mines, apparently fearing that 
Lewis would refuse to send the 
miners back to work. 

But irate Senators and Repre- 
sentatives were calling for drastic 
anti-Lewis legislation if the Presi- 
dent fails to act. 

Sen. William F. Knowland, Re- 
publican, California, served notice 
that if the strike is not/settled 
within 48 hours he will move to 
set aside the British loan bill and 
act on labor legislation. 

“There rests on the Congress a 
responsibility we cannot sidestep 
and should not avoid,” Knowland 
declared in the first open threat 
of Senate intervention in the coal 


crisis, 


Sen. Wayne L. Morse, Republi- 
can, Oregon, blamed Mr. Truman 
directly for the fact that the strike 
is dragging on. He said the Presi- 
dent failed to get the miners and 
operators to submit their. dispute 
to arbitration. 


WARNS OF CHAOS 


Sen. Scott W. Lucas, Democrat, 
Illinois, repeated his demand for 
criminal prosecution of Lewis and 
other Union leaders, and he warn- 
ed that “We're going to have 
chaos . disorder . riots” 
unless the strike is settled immedi- 
ately. 

Violence already had broken out 
in Kentucky’s Harlan County, 
where one miner was shot to death 
and another wounded in a clash 
between Union pickets and non- 
strikers. 

Majority Leader Alben W. Bark- 
ley, Democrat, Kentucky, appealed 
to the Senate not to rush into 


hasty legislative action “because 
we are mad at someone.” 
He urged the Sénators to get on | 


wi the British loan and other 
pending bills and postpone consid- 
eration of a labor act until they 
have cooled off. 

Immediate seizure of the mines 
also was advocated by James G. 
Patton, President of the National 
Farmers’ Union, who said in a 
public statement that the Admin- 
istration cannot stand by idly in 
the face of this emergency. 


SEES UNION SIDE 

Patton, however, tended to side 
with the miners in the controversy 
and he urged Congress to correct 
by law the “fearful” safety condi- 
tions which he said existed in the 
coal industry. 

Industrial reports from all over 
the country indicated clearly that 
a disastrous curtailment of many 
essential lines was only a matter 
of days. 

Steel mills were down to less 
than 60 percent of capacity and 
steel men predicted flatly that the 


industry would have to close by. 


the end of this month if the mines 
remain idle. 

Brownouts were spreading across 
the nation, bringing with them 
mass lay-offs in utilities, railroads 
and other industries dependent 
upon soft coal. 

The nation’s railroads estimated 
they would run out of coal in 21 
days—eight days on some roads— 
and they reported that 51,000 rail- 
road men were out of .work be- 
cause of the strike, with another 
100,000 slated to be laid off when 
the new traffic cuts become effec- 
tive Friday. 

MILLIONS MAY BE IDLE 

There was no authoritative fig- 
ure on the number of unemployed 
in all industries but it was be- 
lieved to total several hundred 
thousand, and observers predicted 
it would run‘into the millions if 
the strike continued for another 
two weeks. : 

The Government, meanwhile, 
went ahead with plans for a gen- 
eral cut in coal use, and it warned 
that a return to wartime rationing 
of coal next Winter was almost 
a dead certainty.

The physician, Dr, Stephen W. 
Lisko, Wallington, N. J., testified 
that young Hicswa had been men- 
tally unstable since he suffered a 
— injury when he was 12 years 
old. 

Secretary of War Patterson an- 
nounced the commutation without 
comment. 

Sen, Albert W. Hawkes, Repub- 
lican, New Jersey, one of the lead- 
ers of the fight to set aside the 
court-martial sentence, hailed the 
President’s action as proof that the 
military court had been too harsh. 

“Inasmuch as the crime was not 
premeditated, I do not think a 
Civilian court would have imposed 
a death sentence,” Hawkes said. 

Hicswa broke out of an Army 
guardhouse in Japan while await- 
ing action on his clemency appeal, 
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and other essential cons'mmers with 
a 10-day supply or more. 

His order superseded a milder 
regulation issued on April 5. He 
explained that about half the 
emergency coal supplies held by 
the Government when the strike 
began had been released to essen- 
tial users and that the rest prob- 
ably would be exhausted in two 
t three weeks. 

A half-dozen GOP Representa- 
tives criticized the President sharp- 
ly, after hearing Rep. Francis 
Case, Republican, South Dakota, 
denounce White House “inaction” 
as “the sorriest confession of un- 
fitness that has come from any 
national administration in the his- 
tory of the Government.” 

“John L, Lewis is more power- 
ful than the President,” shouted 
Rep. Clifford Hope, Republican, 
Kansas. 

The only defense of the Admin- 
istration came from Rep. Adolph 
J. Sabath, Democrat, Illinois, who 
repeated his view that “both sides 
are to blame. The operators are as 
much at fault at the miners.” 


READY LEWIS CURBS 


At the samé time, a House Ju- 
diciary Subcommittee put the fin- 
ishing, touches on two bills aimed 
directly at curbing Lewis. One, 
sponsored by Rep. A. Willis Rob- 
ertson, Democrat, Virginia, would 
outlaw the royalty demand which 
is a keystone of the UMW’s bar- 
gaining platform.

She had been diagnosed as preg- 
nant, but Dr. Brown, after seeing 
her, diagnosed her ailment as an 
abdominal tumor and so he de- 
cided to operate. They told him 
that he was wrong; that she was 
pregnant; that he was going to 
kill his old childhood sweetheart. 
But Dr. Brown knew where he 
stood. He was confident the wom- 
an was not. pregnant but suffer- 
ing from an abdominal tumor. He 
went to the hardware store, 
bought a pan, and rounded up his 
equipment. In 30 minutes, he had 
performed the operation. The 
woman is still living and since that 
time has undergone a second op- 
eration performed by Dr. Brown. 
From that day on, Dr. Brown 
kept busy. At the beginning he 
wanted to leave, to go to Atlanta, 
or one of the larger cities, to estab- 
lish himself, but the people of this 
section wouldn’t let him. He 
couldn’t leave when there were no 
surgeons and such a great need for 
them. So he stayed on and today 
this fact is his greatest satisfaction 
in life, he says. 

HOSPITAL PATIENT 

Dr. Brown, in the early days, 
carried the hospital to the patient. 
His hospital was his car; his op- 
erating table, the kitchen table. 
He would hook flood lights to a 
battery in his car to create ade- 
quate light for an operation. 

Dr. Brown, in those early days, 
would perform an average of 25 
operations a week and travel 1,500 
miles to do them. He believes 
he saved more lives in country 
homes than he does now in his 
hospital, because in thdse days his 
cases were “eleventh-hour” cases. 
And today, he says, the patients 
diagnose their own ailments. Medi- 
cal knowledge has so advanced 
that a patient as offen as not, in- 
forms the surgeon what’s wrong 
with him. And usually he is right, 
Dr. Brown says. 

BEST MAN OPERATES 

Dr. Brown is married to the for- 
mer Lula May Conwell, of La- 
vonia. He met her when he was 
at her home performing an opera- 
tion on her father. eShe walked 
in while he was at the bedside of 
her father. 

“How do you do?” she said, and 
Dr. Brown looked up. Before she 
had left the room, he had made 
up his mind to marry her. And 
so they were married with Dr. 
Frank Boland, of Atlanta, as the 
best man. Dr. Boland stood up as 
best man and 15 minutes later, he 
performed an appendectomy ,on 
the bride. She was stricken on 
the day of her marriage, but went 
on with the wedding. 

So Dr. Brown continues, as the 
country surgeon who could have 
been among the top men in any 
hospital. He goes on with his 
work among the people he loves. 
He stil] performs as many as four 
operations a day. He still works, 
as he always has, about 16 hourg 
a day. 

“He’s still the best man with 
the knife in all of the world,” the 
people of Royston say.

Lip Service’ 
Wont Halt War, 
Says Gen. Smith 


MOSCOW, May 7—(UP)—Lt. 
Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, United 
States Ambassador to Russia, 
called upon Ameritans Tuesday to 
give more than “lip service” to 
their determination never to have 
another war. ‘ 

Smith issued the following state- 
ment: 

“May 1, 1945, the first of the 

two most significant dates of re- 
cent times for every person in 
America, indeed, in the world to- 
day, was a date of special signif. 
icance to every soldier and sailor 
who could then repeat with pride 
the message of his Commander in 
Chief: “The mission of this Allied

Fifty years ago, when Atlanta was 
reflecting on the magnificence of the Cot- 
ton States Exposition, a group of Georgia 
ladies met in convention in the Exposi- 
tion’s Woman’s Building, and among other 
things, expressed sympathy with the cur- 
rent view of the “nuisance of the big hat 
in public places.” They ended up estab- 
lishing the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs. 

This morning, the Georgia Federation, 
with 40,000 members throughout the State, 
_is celebrating its golden jubilee with an 
imposing list of achievements that have 
touched and influenced every progressive 
step in the State in five decades. 

Cleverly camouflaged in gentle man- 


ners, the Georgia Federation has been an 
irresistible force behind dozens of reforms 
in education, government, labor, health 
and penal codes. 

Theirs was the iron hand in the velvet 
glove that forced free tuition, compulsory 
education, consolidation of schools, free 
textbooks, vocational education. They 
urged the admission of women to the bar, 
pushed through an amended Child Labor 
Act, lobbied for Juvenile Courts in each 
county. 

The Constitution, along with leaders 
and lawmakers in Georgia, long ago 
learned never to underestimate the power 
of the women. We heartily congratulate 
them on their fiftieth year of progress. 


Riding Georgia's Doctor Shortage 


The past month’ has seen 208 new 
doctors licensed to practice medicine in 
Georgia. 

Moreover, 88 dentists were also licensed 
during the same period. 

These practitioners will serve to alle- 
viate Georgia’s critical shortage of doctors 
and dentists, a situation which has seemed 
to become increasingly acute with the end- 
ing of the war. 

Numerous have been the Georgia com- 
munities which have been without medi- 
cal service of any kind. "Many Georgians 
have died for want of adequate attention. 


The Constitution sincerely hopes that 
the medical ¢ rofession will urge new- 
comers to the field to locate in areas where 
the need is worst.

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The other day I wrote a rfece about the 
Ku Klux Klan ... which Nazi-like organization 
is again attempting to make a comeback—off 
suckers.

In the ’20s, proud of a heritage from a Con- 
federate soldier ancestor, he joined the Klan, thinking it was some- 
thing like the old Klan led by Nathan Bedford Forrest. He soon 
found it was a racket to make a few men rich and the organizers 
well off. He wrote me: 


“I know what you state about the Klan is true, for I was once 
a member, worker and speaker for this group back in the late 
’20s and early ’30s. I realize my former associates will damn me 
for quitting in disgust. I know it is a racket, a money racket, in 
which the suckers are constantly bled for more ‘and more money 
for some great and noble cause. It is just about all graft, but easy 
to get by feeding them hate, fear, prejudice, praise for inferior 
patriots, and big-worded oratory.” 


The other was from a Superior Court Judge in South Georgia. 
He wrote: 


“Prior to my first term as Judge of the Superior Courts of this 
circuit, in January, 1925, this order (the KKK) had almost com- 
plete control of this county. Good, decent people were whipped, 
maltreated and abused by these organized criminals to a point 
where the best of its citizenship knew not when their time would 
also come. In my first charge to a Grand Jury in/‘this county, I 
put the Ku Klux Klan on notice that in any and every: instance 
where this order arrogated to itself the privjlege of visiting vio- 
lence upon any human being, outside of the pale of the law, that 
every influence I had would be brought to bear to see that every 
participant in such an enterprise had shackles put upon his legs 
and stripes upon his back. -No other whipping ever took place in 
this county until its distintegration. 

“What took place prevailed all over this State, to the extent 
that made it the most scandalous picture in Georgia’s history. Your 
editorial dissects the character and motives of these outlaws as they 
should be, and as a Georgian I want to thank you.” 


I quote these because some thoughtless persons, some of them 
municipal officers in small towns, have been “sold” by organizers 
to let them come in and “organize”’—that is, pick the geese who 
haven’t brains enough to think for themselves. 

The churches and all people who believe in decency cannot 
stand by and let this un-Christian, Hitler-like thing grow. 

It is not doing too well. 


But it is working.

The 
last warning, in March, said, “We mean business.” She was scared 
and moved. The thugs apparently dominate that suburb—which 
might be a warning to any small town inyiting them in.

Freedom by Dollars 


This character—a very mean, miserly charat- 
ter—in this motion picture, said something like 

e this: 
“Freedom, of course I’m for it. 


But if it costs money, no!” 

(The picture was “The Green Years,’ from A. J. Cronin’s 
novel of the same name. Saw it at a preview Monday night. With 
Georgia’s grand old actor, Charles Coburn, as “Dandy Gow,” the 
great-grandfather of that lowland Scotch family. Certainly one of 
the better screen productions of the year.) 

I thought the line quoted above (approximately) was the most 
striking bit of dialogue. It has been haunting me ever since. 

It gives rise, doesn’t it, to a lot of thought and soul-searching. 


Contrast It may be obvious, but it cannot be too frequently 

emphasized, that we have just finished a world-wide 
war in which millions valued freedom so highly they gave, or were 
willing to give, life in its cause. 

Yet, today, we see so many of our people who, by their actions, 
put a dollar sign on freedom and measure their personal financial 
rating far more heavily in the scales of conscience than freedom— 
their own or others. 

They give lip service, to be sure. “Freedom, of course I’m for 
it.” But, silently, to themselves, they add, “But if it costs money, no!” 

The mother says, emphatically, she wants her grandchildren and 
their grandchildren to enjoy freedom—freedom from the menace 
and the horror of war, freedom to live in a grand new world where 
the sword has, permanently, become the plowshare and where her 
offspring shall never know the terror of bombs. 

But, she says, she is unwilling to pay for that future freedom, 
if payment means her son, today, must serve the cause of peace by 
being drafted in the Army for a year or two with the occupation 
forces overseas. :

Such friendships often begin in 
school. Boys become pals, and 
their feeling .of comradeship 
grows stronger as they mature. 
But there are fortunate ones who 
have the knack of winning love all 
through life, and still make friends 
of new acquaintances in their tot- 
tering old-age. 

Roosevelt’s intimates often said 
that he hungered for popularity, 
but that was only another way of 
saying he hungered for love. Ap- 
plause inspired him, as it inspires 
an actor on the stage, and he be- 
came capable of deeds beyond his 
normal abilities. But criticism de- 
pressed and discouraged him; and 
when it was too sharp and cut too 
deep, it actually made him physi- 
cally ill. 

In the early days of the New 
Deal, when all the world seemed 
to applaud and his brilliant young 
helpers seemed to revere and love 
him, he was supremely happy. He 
loved power, as most men do, but 
he used it to gain the love of 
people. 

The soured cynic may scoff at 
the worth and need of man’s love 
for man, but it is obviously a case 
of sour grapes. He thinks love 
worthless because he has failed to 
attain it. But its worth is beyond 
price, for it is as necessary to the 
spirit as food is to the body.

A motion picture depicting the improvements 

made at the Milledgeville State Hospital has 

been produced by State Welfare Director A. J.

The political scene is getting stranger and 
Barbecue Passe stranger. The enlarged electorate oy caused 
political leaders recognized for their ability to accurately forecast 
elections to throw up their hands in bafflement. It’s going to be a 
nervous Summer for the bandwagon riders. And now it looks like 
= two strongest planks in former campaign platforms are being 
eliminated: 


No longer can a candidate buy votes by paying up delinquent 
poll taxes for people. The ballot is free. 


It may be that the candidate cannot feed the voters to curry 
their favor. People are starving in Europe, and meat is short in 
Georgia. One candidates’s headquarters already has frowned on 
political barBecues. The others probably will take similar action. 
It ought not be necessary to feed Georgians to get them to vote 
when Europeans are starving. 


Having watched long lines of citizens form over the State to 
register, it is our belief that Georgia’s enlarged electorate—for the 
most part—wouldn’t fall for vote-buying and barbecue this Sum- 
mer. They seem determined to vote. They don’t seem to be wait- 
ing for barbecues or cars to drive them to the polls. They seem 
to be willing to stand for hours in long lines to vote their con- 
victions—just as they got in the habit of standing in long lines 
to buy cigarettes or nylons. 

While the campaign hasn’t begun yet, the registration already 
has reached new peaks. Fulton County’s books closed’ last Satur- 
day, but elsewhere throughout the State people may register 
through July 5. This is just 12 days prior to the primary. When 
the campaign oratory gets hot, thousands more probably will rush 


‘to the courthouse to register. -Registration books haven’t been kept 


open this near election time before.

S ok The Young Voters of Georgia have adopted a fine 
Suspicion constitution. It says this group will not indorse 
any candidate for any office, but will encourage better citizenship 
among young Georgians. Any county chapter found violating the 
non-partisan clause of the constitution will have its charter re- 
voked, the constitution says. While the group as a whole cannot 
support any candidate, it will urge its members to take an active 
interest—as individuals—in the issues and candidates of their indi- 
vidual choice. 

This group still is in its formative stage. It has only a handful 
of leaders. If it follows its constitution, it can be an influence to 
the benefit of good citizenship in this State for years to come— 
regardless of who is Governor from.time to time. Some critics 
have charged this new group is a stooge for a gubernatorial candi- 
date. Noting the individual choice for Governor of several of the 
leaders and noting the meeting place of the organization, it seems 
there is some room for suspicion. Thus far, however, the group has 
made no overt act that would indicate it has strayed from its 
original ideals. Enlargement of the membership probably will bring 
in a more proportionate representation of all candidates, and there- 
by eliminate suspicion. It might bear watching.

WASHINGTON—As evidence of 
the turmoil within the Republican 
Party there is offered the strug- 
gie now going on among its vari- 


ous factions over the body and 


soul of Bob La Follette.

But, as a preliminary, it is nec- 
essary to go back a few weeks 
when the Senator led his Wiscon- 
sin Progressive Party back into 
the Republican fold. There was 
much rejoicing over the lost who 
had returned. The  hosannahs 
welled up from all elements with- 
in the party nationally, right, left 
and middle. It proved, so they 
said, the sterling worth of their 
party. It was another sign the 
party was on the way back. 


NOW THERE was in all this, of 
course, considerable political flim- 
ery. For they knew that he 
was merely taking a practical po- 
litical course. He wanted to come 
back to the Senate. His Progres- 
sive Party was shot to pieces. The 
Democratic Party in Wisconsin is 
distinctly on the sad sack side. 
The natural course for the Wis- 


consin Senator was to go back to/! 
the Republican Party, which, after | & 


all, was once the party of the La 
Follettes before the late Senator, 
Bob’s father, broke all ties in 
1924. 

But Bob was much more eager 
to adopt the Republican Party in 
Wisconsin than it was to adopt 
him, it now turns out. Which 
brings us to last weekend when 
the Republican State convention 
ignored him completely—except 
for a long vote—and handed the 
senatorial nomination to an ex- 
Marine and State judge, Joseph R. 
McCarthy. 

That is not too disturbing. Bob 
ean still run in the Aug. 13 pri- 
mary. 

BUT AN interesting and amus- 
ing development at that conven- 
tion provided another chapter in 
the struggle over Bob La Follette. 
This came out in a letter written 
by Sen. Taft, of Ohio, the recog- 
nized leader of the Republican 
Party's conservative faction, to a 
friend in Milwaukee, Lester Brad- 
shaw. This letter was friendly to 
Sen. La Follette. It was passed 
around at the convention, though 
Sen. Taft’s office here explained 
it was a personal letter. Appar- 
ently the Senator did not expect 
it to get out. 

It is interesting for a number 
of reasons, as this excerpt will 
show: 

“With regard to Wisconsin, I 
hope La Follette is successful. I 
get on with him very well and 
would have no difficulty in agree- 
ing with him on social welfare 
measures. In the long run he will 
be closer to me than he will be 
to Sen. Morse (Wayne Morse, Re- 
publican, Oregon). 

“Furthermore, Tom Coleman 
(Wisconsin Republican Chairman) 
appears to be tied up with Stas- 
sen. I don’t think La Follette will 
ever get into that campaign be- 
cause he disapproves so strongly 
of Stassen’s foreign policy. 


NOW SEN. Morse is one of the 
small liberal group of Republicans 
in the Senate. He has praised Bob 
La Follette most highly, and move 
than once, as one who could be 
depended on to go along with the 
liberal bloc. This the Wisconsin 
Senator generally does on domes- 
tic issues, though not always on 
foreign policy. Sen. Morse has de- 
clared war on the Taft wing of the 
Republican Party, openly on the 
radio, and in writing, once in an 
article for the La Follette Weekly, 
The Progressive. 

This letter was very revealing as 
to Sen. Taft. The Ohio Senator is 
a@ persistent gentleman. He never 
lets up. That, coupled with his 
fine intellect, makes him perhaps 
the single most effective Republi- 
can in Congress and in the party 
leadership. He will be a most for- 
midable factor in the 1948 presi- 
dential convention and never 
misses an opportunity to lay the 
groundwork. | 

He is out to beat Harold Stas- 
gen, and he let it all slip out here, 
one of the ineptitudes for which 
he is so well known. He seems 
to speak authoritatively, too, 
about the La Follette attitude 
toward Mr. Stassen.

They Might Forget 


I wonder how my old friénd Taitos, the head- 
man of the village of Tabal, on the Island of Aurh, 


seeeeettiees - in the sunrise chain of the Marshalls, is making 
out. I'll bet he is all excited about the atomic bomb tests, and I 
wouldn’t be surprised if he hadn’t made up a song about it. And a 
dance to go with the song. Taitos was a great one for making up 
songs and dances. He was, I supposed, the greatest song-maker and 
the greatest dancer in all the Marshall Islands. 


He is a squat little man with coal black hair which he anoints 
with fragrant oils and combs back straight. He has a body the color 
of old, well-polished mahogany wood, and when he walks, there is 
a dignity about him that is the dignity of kings, though Taitos is 
supposedly not of the royal blood of the Marshalls. An old man 
named Lawnwe is King of the Island of Aurh, and he is a friendly, 
gentle old man, but he does not look as much like a King, nor act as 
much like a King, as Taitos. 


I wrote a story about Taitog once which the 
Bold Venturer censors killed, for at the time we were still 
having trouble with the Japs in the Marshalls, and Taitos was help- 
ing us. He was a scout. He was the best, I guess, of all the native 
scouts that worked with us in the Marshalls. At the time, which was 
about this time last year, or a little earlier, our bombing squadrons 
were pounding the by-passed Marshalls where thousands of Japs 
were slowly starving. But with the Japs on these islands were hin- 
dreds of native Marshallese, .kindly, gentle, Christian folk whom we 
did not wish to hurt. But the atolls of the Marshalls are small, and 
when you work one over with bombs you are bound to hurt natives 
along with the Japs. So we tried to bring the natives off. 

We would send Taitos in to give them the word. On a moonless 
night a Navy craft would creep slowly up to Wotje, or Maleolap, or 
another of the by-passed islands, and Taitos, alone, would slip over- 
board into an outrigger canoe. He would take his canoe in through 
the roaring surf, a job that few white men could do even in day- 
time, and when he was ashore, he would move like a shadow through 
the night until he found some of his people. He would tell them that 
on a certain night they should be at a place on the beach removed 
from the Japs, and that, at dawn, we would have ships off shore to 
take them aboard. Then, silent as a cat, he would creep about among 
the sleeping Japs to find out where their hiding places were, where 
they had hidden their food supplies, where the little ammunition 
they had left was stored. Then he would come off in his canoe, back 
over the reef in the pounding surf, to the ship again. He would never 
kill a Jap, for years ago when the missionaries were on the island 
they had converted Taitos, and ever since the commandment, “Thou 


shalt not kill,” had been a law to him. 

: : It was a great sight to see them coming 
To the Saving Ships out to the ships in the gray dawn, out 
through the lagoon and through the narrow opening in the reef, or 
over the reef on the seaside. There were the people, strapped to 
floating logs, or in the canoes, the old people and childrn. And 
the bobbing heads of the young men, swimming. Sometimes the 
Japs discovered them, and from the islands around the lagoon they 
would pour a hot fire from their rifles. Sometimes they would kill 
the people in the canoes. But the natives never refused to come off 
when Taitos told them we would be there to take them safely away. 
Finally we found out how to save them from the Japs in those first 
few minutes when they were in range of the rifles. Taitos would 
creep in and explore the atoll, and mark on a map each island where 
there were Japs. And then, just as dawn broke and the people start- 
ed coming off, the Marine flyers in their Corsairs would come over, 
their prop-wash whipping the palm tops, pouring théir machinegun 
fire into the Japs and making them keep under cover. 

It was great to see them coming ashore on the island havens we 
had prepared for them. They are neighbors, the Marshallese, and 
great travelers among the islands, and there were always cousins 
and sisters and brothers reunited on these safe islands. 


Then because there was always weeping 
Sorrow and Song and sorrow for those that had died, Taitos 
would make up a song—a song of rejoicing and praise for the rescue 
of his people, and the people would sing the song at night, in the 
little schoolhouse, with nothing but one lantern as light, and no mu- 
sic except the pounding of the people’s hands upon the wooden floor, 
and singing, they would forget their sorrow. Then he would get up 
and dance a dance of thanksgiving, and the people, picking up the 
steps from him, would dance, and the pounding of their feet on the 
floor would make a thunder in the little room. And, dancing, they 
would forget their grief. 

I don’t know why I got to thinking about Taitos, and his people, 
so far away in space and so remote in way of life from us. I guess 
it was reading about the old King of Bikini, whom we had to move 
with his people to Rongerik, so we could test the atomic bomb. He 
seems unhappy at Rongerik, and dissatisfied. 

We ought to send Taitos up there for awhile. He would make up 
a song about the atomic bomb, and a dance, and the people would 
forget Bikini, and all their homesickness.

Liberals 


Converted 


It has given me some satisfac- 
tion to observe of late that my 
own liberalism is winning con- 
verts on the left. 


This change is shown in the 
anger against John L. Lewis for 
throttling production of coal, 
against other unions for strikes 
against reconversion and civilian 
production and against Jimmy 
Petrillo’s cultural censorship of 
music on the air. 

The conversion that I observe 
seems insincere, however. Our 
erstwhile bigots have got the lib- 
eral religion only because recent 
outrageous conduct in the union 
field is a political embarrassment 
tending to discredit their regime. 

These powers were given these 
union bosses by the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, against predictions 
of recent developments, and no 
man can be denounced for taking 
full advantage of his legal rights. 
Lewis derives his powers from 
these rights. 

My contention has been that no 
individual or group should have 
such power and that a truly lib- 
eral government would modify the 
laws which created a force of dan- 
gerous economic and political 
monsters. 

Some years ago, in a conversa- 
tion with Mr. Lewis, I argued that 
the closed shop was an abrogation 
of the rights of the individual. 
He replied that the closed shop 
was the worker’s own protection 
against that element who, in in- 
dustry, had been denounced by 
Hugh Johnson as the chiseling 10 
percent. He assumed that 90 per- 
cent of the workers would gladly 
support unions and held that the 
other 10 percent should be com- 
pelled to do so or go jobless. 

But by his very insistence on 
the closed shop, plus the check- 
off, he revealed his own convic- 
tion that without compulsion his 
members would get away from 
him. That is the fear that prompts 
every demand for the closed shop 
in any of its guises, and the check- 
off. These people are so illiberal 
that they flatly insist that they 
know, better than the so-called 
common man, what is best for 
him. They are contemptuous of 
his personal right to make his own 
mistakes, if mistakes such de- 
cisions be, and of his individual 
dignity. 

“Why, after all,” Mr. Lewis 
said, “in some mines we have had 
the check-off of church dues for 
years.” 

These, however, were voluntary 
check-offs.. If a man objected to 
the church check-off he could still 
be a member if he paid directly 
and voluntarily. In some religious 
groups he could not be punished 
though he paid nothing at all. 

One of the most impressive 
demonstrations of narrowness call- 
ing itself liberalism that I recall 
during this period seemed petty 
of itself but was grievous in its 
implications. Mrs. Roosevelt re- 
fused to enter a New York theater 
because Petrillo’s musicians were 
picketing the house. She _ re- 
marked, as I recall her words, that 
regardless of the merits of the dis- 
pute, she could not cross a picket 
line. It happened that the union’s 
case had no merits. It happened 
that this was one of our worst 
unions with a dictatorship written 
into the first page of its constitu- 
tion. But even if it had been an 
ideal union, no genuine liberal 
could have taken the position that 
the other party to the controversy 
had no right to be heard before 
judgment was passed against him. 

That is lynching. 

We often hear individuals de 
nounced as Red-baiters and that 
has been my fate and pleasure 
from time to time. Yet, in the 
same ¢amp, we find David Dubin- 
sky, of the Garment Workers, and 
Dave Beck, of the Teamsters in 
Seattle, excluding Communists and 
deciding by standards of their own 
who is a Communist. Thus, in such 
areas a person so adjudged may 
not earn a living although he may 
hold public office and no public 
law denies him the right to earn 
his living. " 

I was a member of a small lib- 
eral minority when I insisted that 
our most savage liberals were Fas- 
cists in supporting the practice of 
imposing assessments on workers 
to be used as campaign funds for 
the Roosevelt Party. The bigot lib- 
erals argued that unwilling con- 
tributors would be grateful when 
they got back much more than 
they contributed, in the form of 
benefits won by their unions 
through government patronage. 

They did not know or would not 
admit that this was exactly the 
way that Mussolini’s unions were 
forced to support the Fascist Party 
and that the Italian workers, too, 
were rewarded with illusory raises 
in pay which the employers met 
painlessly through government 
subsidies from Rome. We now see 
further imitation of the Fascist 
way in our program of subsidies 
to enable builders and others to 
pay higher wages than their re- 
turns permit of. The workers will 
pay these subsidies through their 
taxes and give thanks for price 
control. 

How free are we today after 13 
years of this liberalism? 

Millions pay compulsory income 
taxes to private dictatorships with- 
out a vote or representation. 

Lewis and Petrillo have demand- 
ed and some other union dictators 
have casually assumed the right to 
collect sales taxes on commodities 
sold the public. Unions now bar- 
gain with the Government for in- 
creases in pay, not with the em- 
ployer. So, actually, the Govern- 
ment regulates the people’s earn- 
ings as well as industry’s profits. 

Being denied profits, industry 
often ceases to employ and pro- 
duce and the American standard 
of living has become a standard of 
queues, shortages and black mar- 
kets. As in Germany, Americans 
in some sections send food pack- 
ages to relatives in the cities who 
are actually hungry and regard as 
luxury such a commonplace of 
normal American life as butter or 
even oleo, or sugar. 

And, most ominous of all re- 
forms under the liberalism, organ- 
ized gangs openly terrorize neigh- 
borhoods, even as the Black Shirts 
of Italy in their day. In Italy Mr. 
Roosevelt called it Fascism. In our 
country he called the same thing 
“multiple assault, multiple mali- 
cious mischief and multiple disor- 


derly conduct.”

Congressional Jam Serious 


A tremendous backlog of impor- 
tant unfinished business has piled 
up in Congress. Deadlines for ac- 
tion on some of these matters are 
near at hand. The present Selec- 
tive Service Act expires May 15. 
The Price Control Act expires 
June 30. There are still some ap- 
propriation bills to be passed be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, 
June 30. Legislation for the do- 
mestic control of atomic energy 
has been under consideration for 
seven months. The British credit 
agreement was signed in Decem- 
ber. There is much more legisla- 
tion on which Congress should act, 
one way or the other. But already, 
many of the members are impa- 
tient to get home to attend to get- 
ting renominated and re-elected. 
It may prove impossible to keep 
Congress at work after early July. 


This situation is not unprece- 
dented. In fact, it is almost nor- 
mal. Congress is a very ineffi- 
cient organization. It is dilatory. 
Business is allowed to pile up. 
Then when hot weather arrives, 
the members want to go home. 


THE TROUBLE is not unwil- 
lingness to work on the part of the 
members. Most of them work 
long, hard days. The occasional 
pictures showing large numbers of 
empty seats in the House and Sen- 
ate chambers have misleading im- 
plications. A few of the absen- 
tees may be at the ball park but 
most of them are busy at commit- 
tee meetings, or at their offices, 
or running errands for constit- 
uents. 


THE “DEBATE” on the British 
loan has deteriorated into an af- 
fair which besmirches not only 
the Senate but the whole Ameri- 
can people. Undoubtedly, a cer- 
tain number of the members 
would prefer not to have to vote 
on the British agreement, one way 
or the other. But just as undoubt- 
edly, as Sen. Barkley said, every 
Senator knows by now how he 
will vote if he has to. If he doesn’t 
know by now, where has he been 
during these five months of public 
discussion of the agreement? 
Were this legislation less impor- 
tant, a member might plead pre- 
occupation with other business as 
a justification for being unfamil- 
iar with it. But it is of transcend- 
ent importance. Every member 
knows it. 

There are two factors which 
make the jam in which Congress 
finds itself more dangerous than 
in other days.-. The first is the 
extraordinary importance of much 
of the legislation on which it has 


not yet acted. The second is that, 


the shape of the peace is very un- 
certain. Some of the unfinished 
business had a direct bearing on 
the shape of the peace—or indeed 
on whether there will be peace. 
But the way in which Congress 
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conducts itself generally also will 
have an effect on the difficult and 
probably prolonged negotiations 
and maneuvers which will deter- 
mine whether we are to get peace. 
Every sign that we don’t know 
how to manage our affairs weak- 
ens the influence of the United 
States throughout the world. The 
present state of affairs in Con- 
gress is as damaging evidence as 
any enemy of the United States 
and of democracy could ask.

Top Kentucky Grass 
Is Not Bluegrass! 


We passed through the town called “Salt Lick” 


on the way to Louisville from W 


n on the 


mentee C. & O., and it brought up a flock of childhood 

We recalled reading in our history books, at the impres- 

sionable age, that there was a town in Kentucky named Salt Lick, and 
that it was really the cause of Kentucky being, “Kentucky—the Dark 


and Bloody Ground.” 

The story ran like this: The an- 
imals beat trails to the salt lick to 
obtain this precious mineral; the 
Indians would come in pursuit of 
the animals, and also for salt. The 
various tribes of Indians would 
come into contact with each other 
and clashes would result. Ken- 
tucky thereby got its name. 


IT FELL to our lot yesterday 
(May 4) to give a hitchhiker a 
lift from Louisville to Lexington. 
He turned out to be from Salt 
Lick, but to our dismay and even 
consternation, he had never heard 
the legend as I related it, nor did 
he know of any salt “lick,” any- 
where about. 

“If my father was here, he 
might be able to tell you,” the pas- 
senger declared. ‘“He’s lived in 
Salt Lick longer than I have.” 
Thus are dreams shattered and il- 
lusions dashed to earth. 

So it was with other illusions 
we had nurtured with reference 
to Kentucky’s agriculture. Blue- 
grass was “Kentucky” to us, and 
Kentucky meant bluegrass. Yet 
the dean of the department of 
agronomy at the Experiment Sta- 
tion told us that orchard grass is 
Kentucky’s most important grass 
and that in reality, bluegrass 
grows in Kentucky merely be- 
cause of the very rich soil. “It 
really is a more northernly grass,” 
Dean Kinney declared. “Bluegrass 
has difficulty in making it through 
our hot summers. It survives, be- 
cause our soils are rich in phos- 
phate and calcium, not because 
the grass is native with us. On the 
other hand, orchard grass reaches 
its optimum (a learned word, this) 
here in Kentucky.” This is almost 
as shocking as though someone in 
authority told us that Georgia 
could produce kudzu, but was not 
very good at it. 


NEVERTHELESS, the Experi- 


ment Station of the University of: 


Kentucky is devoting most of its 
700 acres of pasture trials to blue- 
grass, and to orchard grass. These 
scientists are trying out the South- 
ern bur clovers, crimson clovers, 
subterranean clover and this new 
grass caller “suiter’s.” This lat- 
ter grass looks very promising, ac- 
cording to J. T. Spencer, grass spe- 
cialist. The station is trying out 
a number of selections of this 
grass, hoping to increase yields 
and oe value. 

As stated in these columns 
viously, the grass is doing well in 
Georgia at present; the test will 
came with the hot Summer. If 
this grass will live through our 
Summers, we will have a peren- 
nial of great value in expanding 
our Winter grazing program. The 
Kentucky station could give no 
new information on suiter’s grass. 
Tt is palatable, nutritious, will 
stand subzero weather; the rest re- 
mains to be seen, with the coming 
of Summer, 

One thing is certain: It will 
come! There can be no doubt 
about this! There are too many 
able experimenters, both techni- 
cal, and practical, trying to pro- 
duce a perennial winter grass, 
with sod-forming proclivities, to 
permit of failure. The sooner, the 
better; but it will come,

The DeKalb County Democratic 
Executive Committee has _  ex- 
pressed its appreciation to the 
Fifth District Democratic Execu-

served; therefore, we wish “to ex- 
press to the Fifth District Com- 
mittee our appreciation of the 
steps which they have taken to 
preserve the county unit system 
of voting in Georgia, and we wish 
to call on the people of our county 
to show their appreciation of this 
act of our committee by a large 
vote in the white primary to be 
held July 15, 1946.” 


wilful group for a selfish motive,” 
she asserted. By a vote of eight to 
six, they upset a time-honored cus- 
tom which the district had follow- 
ed for 14 years, she said. 

Mrs. John Bredfeld, President of 
the Atlanta League of Women 
Voters, said in a letter to members 
of the Committee headed by Judge 
Bryan that the citizens of Fulton 
County are to a large extent dis- 
enfranchised ‘by the county unit 
system. 

“The combined populations of 
DeKalb and Rockdale Counties are 
less than one-fourth the popula- 
tion of Fulton County,” she said, 
“and it is unreasonable that those 
two counties should be able to 
control the election of any public 
official who is supposed to repre- 
sént the entire area. 


“UNDEMOCRATIC” 

“We cannot see how a decision 
which results in such undemocrat- 
‘ic government can be defended on 
any grounds consistent with the 
principle of government of and by 
the people. The only reasons stated 
by Committee members as quoted 
in the press, for the return to the 
method which was discarded 14 
years ago, are equally undemo- 
cratic. Action which is deliberate- 
ly designed to nullify the votes of 
any group of the electorate makes 
a mockery of representative gov- 
ernment. 

“The League of Women Voters 
does not support any candid&te in 
any election. We do not support 
the special interests of any group 
of citizens. Our record is one of 
continuous work for honest, effi- 
cient—and truly representative— 
government. It is on the basis of 
that record and our interest in 
representative government that we 
strongly urge the Committee to re- 
consider its decision and make it 

ssible for all citizens in the 

ree counties in the district to 
have an equal voice in electing 
their representative to the nation- 
al Congress,” Mrs. Bredfeld said. 

She pointed out that the League 
has worked for years for the re- 
peal of the county unit system, 
believing that Georgia’s county 
unit system defeats majority rule 
and that decisions made in a de- 
mocracy should represent the will 
of the majority. 

DEPLORES ACTION 

Mrs. J. C. Blalock, President of 
the Georgia League of Women 
Voters, deplored the action of the 
Committee and asked it to recon- 
sider. 

“Primary elections should be 
governed by law in order to main- 
tain stability,” she observed. “The 
very action of your Committee in 
changing rules just prior to an 
election proves the danger in au- 
thorizing a few individuals to re- 
vert entire election procedures at 
will.” 

The members of the Committee 
replying to Mrs. Mankin were 
Murphy Candler, D. G. Chesnut, 
William Schley Howard and Doug: 
las McCurdy. They said that the 
nine other Congressional District 
elections operate on a county unit 
vote, and that all other State elec- 
tions are operated on a county 
unit vote. They noted that Gov. 
Arnall had refused to call the Leg- 
islature into special session to re- 
peal the primary laws on the 
grounds that it would endanger 
the county unit system which he 
said he favored and the two At- 
lanta newspapers indorsed his ac- 
tion. , 

They said Mrs. Mankin recog- 
nized their Committee as legal 
prior to last Friday.

GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS. 
Honorable Virlyn B. Moore, 
Judge, Fultbn Superior Court, 
Atlanta, Georgia. 


We, the Grand Jury for the March- 
April, 1946, Term of the Fulton Superior 
Court, having completed our term, sub- 
mit the following presentments and re- 
port: 

ADOMINSTRATION. 


Executive Head—City of Atlanta. 

Atlanta has an Administrative Head in 
name only under a City Government sys- 
tem created in the last century. This is 
true despite its growth to a inetropolis 
now among the largest in the nation. 
A municipality {is not unlike any other 
organization, either private or public, in 
that the maximum in successful opera- 
tion is impossible unless Department 
Heads are responsible and accountable 
to some executive. The time has come 
when the application of sound business 
and organizational principles must be ap- 
plied to the local Government. Depart- 
ments are controlled by Committees from 
Genera] Couficil then in office which can 
be decidedly detrimental to efficient de- 
partmental eration. Council should act 
in the capacity of a legislative or Rosy 
making group with the Mayor as Chair- 
man, and functioning thus to reflect the 
wishes of the people to determine the 
objects upon which the City’s money is 
to be spent. All of the Administrative 
Staff (Department Heads) should be un- 
der the jurisdiction of an Executive (the 
Mayor) in order to attain the necessary 
efficiency. We so recommend that the 
necéssary legal steps be taken to effect 
o change to the concrete plan as out- 
ned. 


Civil Service—City of Atlanta. 


Under the present Civil Service Act 
only the Department Head under whom 
an employe works may bring charges be- 
fore the Personne) oard against the 
sengiove. The Head of a Department may 
hesitate to take ——_ action in seme 
cases because © poor political impli- 
cations. Certainly the Mayor or any mem- 
ber of General Council should have the 
right to prefer charges against an ¢m- 

oye of the City Government for viola- 
Pion of the Civil Service Act or «any 
other City, State, County or Federal 
aw, or for any conduct reflecting ais- 
credit upon the City Government. The 
law amply protects the employe against 
malicious or unwarranted charges, and 
we recommend that the Civil Service Act 
be amended to comply with the above, 
which would strength the law without 
adverse effect on efficient and law-abid- 
ing employes. It is noted that the Fulton 
County Civil Service Act, Section 18, as 
amended March 6, 1945, under Section 
IX, adds that “The County Commission 
shall have the right to prefer charges 
against any employe... .” 


Certiffed Public Audits. 


For years it has been the practice of 
Gengal Council of the City Government 
to engage Certified Public Accountants 
for annual audits by a strictly lowest 
bid policy. The quality of an audit of a 
municipality with a yearly income of 
twelve million dollars is very doubtful 
on a lowest quotation basis. Over a — 
riod of years the audit was let at a low 
of $3,250.00 and ranging upward not in 
excess of $8,000. For 1946 bids on hand 
not yet acted upon are as follows: Res- 
peas & Respess, $17,500.00: Ham Eidson 
Company, $15,000.00; Hembrick Touchton 
Company, $7,500.00; and H. Harvey Hunt, 

750.00. These bids were made on thes 
same specifications. Fulton County, with 
an annual income of six million dollars 
émploys Respess & Respess on continu- 
ous audit at $14,580.00. e Municipal Fi- 
nance Officers Association of the United 
States condemns the strictly low bid pro- 

ure, We recommend that the yor, 
the City Comptroller and the Finance 
Committee of Council 
to General Council one firm which, in 
their opinion, is the best qualiifed to 
make detailed and comprehensive audits, 
with cost a necessary secondary consid- 
eration. 

Unless this is done there is no assur- 
ance whatsoever that the financial trans- 
actions of this great City will at any 
time be properly certified. Both City and 
County audits should/be completed and 
in report form by not later than April 
1 of the succeeding year, in order that 
the County Affairs Grand Jury then in 
session will have an opportunity to re- 
view them. At this time the City audit 
is not ready for review for the year 
1945. This very undesirable situation is 
further augmented by the fact that four 
months of the current year has lapsed, 
and General Council has not yet seen 
fit to act upon bids received. 


Central Accounting office— 
Fulton County. 


It is our opinion through observation 
and knowledge of various improved 
methods for the handling of a multi- 
plicity of transastions that “he Count 
should establish a Central Accounting Of- 
fice. Such a department will result in 
economy, efficiency, greater speed, con- 

ol, and uniform reports. Through the 

edijum of modern duplicating methods, 
and specially designed systems now 
available, each operating Department 
could easily be furnished with all ref- 
erence data needed, and conserve filing 
space. The fact that certain Departments’ 
records are prescribed by State laws is. 
not a deterring factor, and some few 
minor details can be worked out through 
co-operation with the State Auditor. 
While we understand that some consid- 
eration has been given to a Central Ac- 
counting Office as recommended by Res- 
pess & Respess, no action is contem- 
plated at present, and we recommend a 
further and more thorough study of this 
subject. The City of Atlanta has cen- 
tralized its accounting very effectively, 
and has saved thereby many thousands 
of dollars. 

Inventory Controli—Fulton County, 

A Materials and Supplies ~ vahmcig: | of 
$367,176.83 is stated on the Balance Sheet 
at fiscal’ yeag ended December 31, 1945. 
The Auditor's comment pertaining there- 
to is: “It is our opinion that the Ma- 
terial and Supplies Inventory is exces- 
sive, and we recommend that persons 
in the Public Works Department make 
test-checks of these supplies periodically 
to see if they have been properly charged 
out to jobs.” We find substantially good 
a inventory records in several 

epartments but can not effectively tie 
them in to the Balance Sheet. It is our 
understanding that no complete physical 
inventory has been taken in approxi- 
mately four years. We recommend that 
inventories of all propgstios be taken an- 
nually, certified by Department Heads, 
who should rightfully be responsible for 
public properties while in their custody, 

Purchasing Department, Fulton County. 

rchases appear to be channeled prop- 
erly through the office of the County 
gee Agent on a competitive bid 
asis. 


Car Pool, Fulton County. 


We are gratified to report that the 
Board of Commissioners have established 
a Car Pool and are expanding the process 
as fast as is practicable under postwar 
conditions. We recommend the continued 
extension of this plan to eventually in- 
clude all cars possible, as the prevail- 
ing Car or Mileage Allowance method 
doubtless is very costly indeed. 


Water Facilities and Pressure. 


We have been informed that the City 
of Atlanta has adopted a program to 
enlarge now existing water mains to give 
the people of Fulton County improved 
water facilities and to assure adequate 
pressure for fire protection. It is com- 
mendable that Fulton County has agreed 
to pay 25% of the cost even though the 
City of Atlanta receives all of the rev- 
enue therefrom. From the standpoint of 
the urgent emergency of fire protection 
for homes and schools, we recommend 
that the City of Atlanta use every avail- 
able means to secure the necessary pri- 
orities for materials to expedite the 
completion of emergency areas and to 
plan a most extensive enlargement of 
water facilities into the other outlying 
areas in keeping with the vast building 
program under way. 


Courthouse. 


It is our understanding that the County 
Commissioners will shortly propose a 
bond issue designed to provide funds for 
the renovation and alteration of the 
Courthouse and other buildings. and for 
the erection of additional buildings. 

We recommend that this program em- 
body steps to improve the acoustical con- 
dition of. Grand Jury room, and others. 
where needed. 

Tax Collector's Office. 

We find the records of the Tax Col- 
lector’s office ase in good condition, but 
recommend more vigilance in collecting 
assessments on automobiles and delin- 
quent taxes. 

Ordinary’s Office. 

The records in the Ordinary’s office 

were found in good condition. 
Clerk's Office. 

We found records in good condition, 
The wunprecedentedly large volume of 
work that has come to this office within 
the past two years has brought about 
delays in completion of recordings.

This Grand J oy found evidence of lax- 
ness in issuing licenses, and we concur 
in recommendations of previous Grand 
Juries that before any licenses are is- 
sued, that documentary evidence be fur- 
nished as to the character and business 
qualifications of the parties to whom the 
license is to be issued, and that licensing 
officers require strict adherence to all 
existent laws and ordinances, 

We recommend that ordinances or reg- 
ulations be passed by both City and 
County requiring all pawn shops to take 
finger prints similar to ordinances now 
existing in other large cities. 


Health Department. 


We made considerable investigation and 
study of the workings of the County 
Health Departmentsand are of the opin- 
ion that this department is doing excel- 
lent work, 


Schools. 


We commend the Fulton County Board 
of Education and the Board of Educa- 
tion of the City of Atlanta for taking 
the first steps toward working out a co- 
operative plan. Children within the City 
limits now under certain conditions are 
permitted to attend the County schools 
on a @ost per pupil basis where other- 
wise a hardship would be worked on 
such students, and children living out- 
side the City limits are permitted to at- 
tend City schools on a similar basis. 

We believe the best interest of the 
community will be served when the two 
school systems are merged. 

We were advised that the voters will 
be called on to approve a bond issue 
of two and one-half million dollars for 
expansion of the County school@, includ- 
ing the construction of 175 classroom 
units and other additions, which expan- 
sion we believe is badly needed, and 
we urge its approval when submitted, 

City Police. 

In is the opinion of this Grand Jury 
the City of Atlanta Police Department is 
operating in an efficient and orderly 
manner, and that a good job is being 
done by them at this time. 

The previous Grand Jury reported that 
there was a practice in effect wher@ po- 
lice where holding another job in addi- 
tion to the Police job. It is the under- 
standing of this Grand Jury that this 
practice has been discontinued. 


County Police. 


An efficient job is being done by this 
department. However, we feel that there 
should be some provision made to estab- 
lished at least two precinct stations to 
further the efficiency of this department, 
One in the Buckhead-Roswell section and 
one in the southerh part of the Couny:

These departments are being conducted 
in an efficient manner.

This should give the Recorder 
a better insight” on punishment to be 
given defendant. 


Fulton County Convict Camps 


We found all camps in a clean and 
orderly condition. Prisoners are appar- 
ently well fed and well housed in sani- 
tary conditions. The ratio of employes 
has increased from one man to 3. con- 
victs in 1939 to one man to 2,11 convicts. 

e Commissioners stated this is partially 
brought. about by inclusion of employes 
of some other departments and to a de- 
gree by increasin use of mechanical 
equipment, in which connection they 
stated machinery and equipment now 
owned by the County is superior in quan- 
tity and quality to that ‘turned over to the 
Government early in the war. We suggest 
a survey of all County employes and that 
each be charged to the proper depart- 
ment, 

Jalis. 


We have visited and examined the 
Fulton County Jail and the City of At- 
lanta Jajl and find that these jails are 
not overcrowded. We find both jails 
kept cledén and orderly. The prisoners ap- 
eared to be properly treated and their 
ood ample and well prepared. 

We find from testimony and informa- 
tion which we have received that there 
has been some laxity in permitting some

We have inspected buildings and 
grounds of the Colored Boys’ Reforma- 
tory which is under the supervision of 
Mr. E. J. Waits and find everything in 
good order, well kept and efficiently op- 
erated and supervised, 

The principal occupation of the boys 
confined here is farming, dairying and 
stock raising. 


State Training Schoo! for Girls. 


We have inspected the buildings and 
ground of the Georgia State Trainin 
School for Girls near Adamsville, whic 
is under the supervision of Miss Agnes 
Arnold. 

In our opinion Miss Arnold and her 
assistante are doing a wonderful work 
with these girls. 


In so far as we are able to deter- 
mine the business of Bail Bonds fur- 
nished by professional bondsmen is being 
carried on in a legal and orderly man- 
ner at the present time. 


Drunkenneéss of Public Officials. 


This Jury notes, with regret, that in 
recent months two of our County of- 
ficials, and one official of the City of 
Atlanta, holding high offices, have found 
it necessary to defend themselves against 
charges of drunkenness. Public office 
carries with it the responsibility of ex- 
emplary conduct, a disregard of which 
on the part of office holders is encour- 
agement to those who have no respect 
for law and order, and a disappointment 
to those who have. Any person who 
finds himself unable to conform to ac- 
ceptable standards of dignity and con- 
duct to which the people are entitled 
from public officials, should not remain 
in office. 


FULTON-DEKALB HOSPITAL 
AUTHORITY. 


~ 


Grady Hospital, 
that the service load 
on Grady Hosp is extremely heavy, 
with an inadequate staff in some de- 
artments. Approximately 60% of the 
ospital’s patronage is Negrogs, and 
the colored division is extremely crowd- 
ed. It is estimated that 90% of all the 
Negro maternity cases in the area served 
come to Grady Hospital a free patients, 
and it is believed that many of these 
cases actually come from localities out- 
side the taxp wns area which supports 
the hospital. Relief and adjustment of 
this situation is urgently needed, and 
this Jury wishes to throw the full 
weight of its recommendations behind 
the early completion of the Hospital Au- 
thority Program. 

Average costs at present are $5.02 per 
day for each patient hospitalized, 26c 
per patient for clinical service, and. $1.29 
per call for ambulance. The hospital is 
now handling a number of Day Patients, 
and this Jury is of the opinion that 
many of the patients now treated as 
charity cases are able to pay. It is rec- 
ommended that the hospital keep a de- 
tailed record of the actual cost of serv- 
ices rendered every patient hospitalized, 
and callect such costs wherever it is 
feasible ta do so. 


Battie Hill Sanatorium. 


The Jury made a complete survey of 
Battle Hill, which is now a unit of the 
Hospital Authority, treating 107 patients, 
with 85 persons on the payroll. While 
the patients seem to be receiving ex- 
cellent care, some of the buildings were 
found to be in ve Rose condition, ren- 
dering them practically unfit and dan 
erous for use. Some facilities were bad- 

crowded. The per diem cost per pa- 
lent is runni $2.89, including plant 
Pmaintenance. This Jury is of the opinion 
that the interests of the ayers of 
Fulton Coun and of the patients at 
Battle Hill Sanatorium would be well 
served by transferring all of these pa- 
to the new State Sanatorium at 
Hospital plant near Rome, 

soon be in operation. We un- 

s State Sanatorium will 

have facilities for the care, and treat- 
ment of ery contagious tuberculosis 
case in the State of Georgia, and the 
State will undertake a comprehensive 
program of removing from circulation 
and putting under treatment every 
known contagious case, which should 


speedily reduce the tuberculosis menace 
in Georgia. The Battle Hill property 
should be diverted to such use as may 
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be for the best intesest of the com- 


munity. 


The Jury highly commends Mr. Frank 
Wilson and every member of the Hos- 
pital Staff for the constant improvement 
observed in the operation of the Hos- 
pital, even under the ‘congested coundi- 
tions which exist. 


Aims House. 


The Jury made a survey of the County 
Alms House in North Fulton Park, and 
commends Mrs. Boynton for the excel- 
lent conditions found at tnat Institution, 
which at this time houses 104 white and 
60 Negro inmates. The staff consists of 
nine salaried employes, and ™% convicts 
who are carried from a nearby camp 
daily to worle in the institution. The cost 
per inmate approximates $17.00 monthly. 


Welfare Department. 


(Old-age and unemployment compen- 
sation.) 

The Jury made an investigation into 
the effect of unemployment compensa- 
tion payments on the present aggravated 
shortage of common and skilled labor in 
this area, although the available man- 
ower is on the increase. This program 
s administered jointly by the Federal 
Manpower Commission and the State Em- 
ployment Service. Rumors have been cur- 
rent that many workers were refusing 
to take employment offered them as lon 
as these unemployment benefits coul 
be obtained. It was stated by the of- 
ficials that every complaint®received of 
abuse of unemployment benefits is 
promptly and carefully checked up, and 
if the insured beneficiary has violated 
any regulations by refusing work, his 
benefits are promptly discontinued. Such 
abuse as exists arises out of the laxity 
on the part of employers and the pub- 
lic in failing to report known cases, and 
it is urged that every person and firm 
to whom any abuse of this system is 
known, promptly report the case either 
to the Federal Manpower Commission 
or the State Employment Service and, if 
congidered desirable, to our successor 
Grand Juries. 


Juvenile Court. 


This Jury has made a special present- 
ment the serious situation facing pn 
community because of youthful aw 
breakers. We again wish to commend 
Judge Garland atkins for the service 
he has rendered in the operation of his 
court. We here repeat in the most em- 
phatic terms at our disposal the vital 
necessity of an immediate solution to 
the housing and detention problem of 
delinquent youths, and provision for 
their rehabilitation through proper 
training. This is recognized and admitted 
By all to be a problem of the State, and 
it is hoped and most strongly urged that 
the Governor and State Officials will at 
once make additional facilities available 
as a Training School for these boys to 
serve the northern half of Georgia. 


Vagrancy. 


This is a problem which we seem al- 
ways to have, but which we believe 
could be eliminated or reduced to a 
minimum by roper enforcement of 
present laws. he policing authorities 
are urged to make enforcement condi- 
tions so severely that these habitual) loaf- 
ers, gamblers, thieves, bookies, solicitors, 
rollers, etc., will have to leave Fulton 
County or be put on the public works. 
If weaknesses exist in the law, the laws 
should be strengthened. This problem has 
a direct bearing boch on unemployment 
and on the crime situation in our com- 
munity, and should not be tolerated as 
long as a remedy against it exists, It is 
recommended that consideration be given 
to a law similar to that in force at 
Miami Beach, Florida, requiring regis- 
tration of criminals. 


Fulton County Parks and Recreation. 


We wish to commend the Fulton 
County Parks and Reereation Commis- 
sion, together with the Recreation Staff, 
for the splendid ye 
recreational programs sponsored for the 
benefit of our youth, We recommend 
that this public spirited citizens group 
be given every possible ce-operation from 
the Board of County Commissioners and 
Public Works Department, as their mis- 
sion is one of building character on the 
playgrounds among our own boys end 
girls, and combatting the working ele- 
menta of juvenile delinquency.
